M&S ELLEN FAIRCLOUGH, 
Canada’s citizenship minister, 
expresses the conviction that the 
key to integration of Canada’s 
growing Indian population lies in 
education.

But integrated 
schooling by itself is not and will not 
be enough, $ 

In British-Columbia the common— 
use of public schools by Indians and 
non-Indians is established practice. 
In fact some areas have 
to the point.where schools, elemen- 
tary and high, have been con- 
structed by the department of 
Indian affairs and the regular pro- 
vincial authorities on an equitable 
cost basis. 

Outstanding and  suceessfully 
operated examplés among a dozen 
or more in British Columbia are at 
Bella Coola, Masset, Skidegate, 
Hazelton and the Alberni school 
district. 

A survey at the beginning of 
last year placed the total number .of 
Indians attending ncial public 
schools at about 2,200. Of these 
1,400 were in elementary grades, 
650 in junior high and the rest in 
senior high school.
